LITTLE EXPECTED 
OF TALKS AT NYON 


Italy Will Not ‘ Attend 
Conference on ‘Piracy,’ 
Duce’s Paper Asserts, 
As Reds Seek Redress. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 8.—(4)—The 
Red army through its official or- 
gan tonight threatened individual 
Soviet action to obtain redress 
from Italy for two merchantmen 
Russia accused Italian submarines 
of sinking in the Mediterranean. 
Action will be taken unless the 
anti-piracy conference at Nyon, 
Switzerland, Friday obtains satis- 
factory redress, the newspaper Red 
Star declared. 

Twice the Soviett government 
in bitter notes has accused the 
Fascists of “piracy,” and in today’s 
diplomatic protest demanded: in- 


demnity for Soviet losses and pun- 
ishment for those responsible for 
the outrages. 

Italy replied to the first note 
with a blunt denial of the Soviet 
accusation, an answer Russia 
found unsatisfactory. No reply 
has been received to the second 
note. 

The army newspaper asserted 
the Soviet government “will find 
the necessary means for calling 
the sea pirates to their responsi- 
bility and forcing them to fulfill 
the legal demands of the Soviet 
note.” 

Russia agrees to discuss any col- 
lective measure which would end 
“the .intolerable situation in the 
Mediterranean,” said the newspa- 
per, adding that “at the same time 
the U. S. S. R. will firmly insist 
that Italy satisfy all its just de- 
mands.” 

Attacks.on Great Britain and 
France for not joining Russia in 
blaming Italy for the submarine 
incidents were published in the 
official press along with predic- 
tions little would result from the 
Nyon conference. 

“The silence of Great’ Britain 
and France on the identity of the 
pirates raises doubts as to any real 
decisions coming from the confer- 
ence,” said Pravda, the official 
Communist party organ. 

“These decisions must assure 
safety in the Mediterranean and,

Vote of Confideuict 
Given Van Zeeland 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 8.—(4)—Pre- 
mier Paul van Zeeland today won 
a vote of confidence from a spé- 
cial session of the chamber of 
deputies which discredited Rexist 
(Fascist) charges of a “national 
bank scandal.” 

The vote was 130 to 34, with 21 
not voting. 

The premier went before the 
chamber in his own defense to 
meet the charge of the Rexist 
leader, Leon Degrelle, who alleged 
Van Zeeland had received unwar- 
ranted sums of money from the 
national bank. The premier freely 
admitted receiving about $11,250 
which he said was a bonus earned 
when he was an officer of the 
bank. 

The chamber’s vote acknowledg- 
ed the premier’s integrity and con- 
duct in connection with the bonus 
payments, and expressed confi- 
dence in the government’s policies.

Census Bureau Estimates 
Fifth Largest Yield in 
Predicting ’37 Bumper; 
Price Peg To Aid Farmer 


Nature and the federal govern- 
ment joined hands today and as- 
sured the southern cotton planter 
or a billion dollars or more for his 
crop despite sagging prices. 

Official estimates of the 1937 
crop amounted to 16,098,000 bales, 
a figure exceeded only four times 
in the history of cotton growing. 
The bumper years of 1926 and 
1931 saw more than. 17,000,000 
bales produced while the crops of 
1914 and 1925 were only 39,000 
and 5,000 bales, respectively, over 
the current indicated yield. 

Prices sagged nearly $1 a bale 
both here and at New York on the 
report. 

Subsidy Guaranteed. 

The federal government’s loan 
program guarantees farmers up to 
9 cents a pound on cotton of sev- 
en-eighths inch staple and of mid- 
dling or better grade and a sub- 
sidy of 3 cents a pound on 65 per 
cent of a planter’s base acreage. 

Taking the 9-cent loan as an 
average price and not consider- 
ing the subsidy, should the south 
produce the indicated amount it 
would mean a total of over $700,-

Co-operativeEffort Plan- 
ned To Improve Legal 
Education Over Georgia 


In a unique co-operative effort 
to improve the condition of legal 
education in Georgia, the state’s 
three fully accredited law schools 
announced Wednesday the forma- 
tion of an organization which will 
be known as the Association of 
Georgia Law Schools. 

Articles establishing the associa-

BIDS SCHEDULED 


Projects Include Paving, 
Grading and Bridge 
Work on State Highways 


The State Highway Board yes- 
terday announced a list of projects 
on which bids will be received’ 
September .24. The projects in- 
clude paving, grading and bridge 
work which will be paid for out 
of both federal and state funds. 
Engineers estimate that the total 
cost will approximate $447,180. 

The largest project on the list 
is in Jones county and will pro- 
vide a double surface treatment 
for 4.600 miles of the Gray-Irwin- 
ton road, beginning at Gray and 
extending toward Irwinton. The 
estimated cost is $121,510. 

Other projects on the list fol- 
ow: : 

Paving of 4.617 miles in Wash- 
ington county on the Milledge- 
ville-Tennille highway, beginning 
at Route 24 and ending at Ten- 
nille. Estimated cost, $97,900. 

Grading and surfacing of 4.146 
miles jn Sumter county on the 
Americus-Cordele road, beginning 
2.9 miles east of DeSoto. and end- 
ing at the Flint river. Estimated 
cost, $56,970. 

Construction of a bridge over 
Town creek in Ben Hill county 
on the Fitzgerald-McRae road. 
Estimated cost, $12,830. 

Construction of a bridge over 
Clear Spring branch in Burke 
county on the Midville-Wadley 
road. Estimated cost, $7,280. 

Grading of 2.878 miles in Heard 
county on the Franklin-Roanoke, 
Ala., road, beginning at Route 1 
and extending westward. Esti- 
mated cost, $58,930. 

Construction of two bridges over 
Ichaway creek in Calhoun county 
on the ‘Morgan-Leary road. Esti- 
mated cost, $91,760.

(?)—Paraguay’s ousted president, 
Colonel Rafael. Franco, arrived

The forces of Dr. Felix Paiva, 
named provisional president when 
Franco was ousted August 13, 
were in control here and claimed 
that the interior of the sountry 
also wac peaceful. 


Rebels Jailed. 


The “constitutional” revolution- 
aries, who attempted their coup 
d’etat yesterday, were jailed, and 
tonight the government announced 
that important military and naval 
men had affirmed their support 
of the veteran politcian Paiva. 

These included Colone) Juan B. 
Ayala, minister of war, whom the 
Rebels had wanted to join Fran- 
co, and Colonel Federico Weddell 
Smith in a military administration, 
Colonel Ramon Paredes, minister 
of the interior and commander of 
armed forces, who led the fight 
which deposed Franco last month: 
Major S. Valdez, commander of a 
cavalry division, and. Captain 
Machuca, director of the navy. 

The government said the inte- 
rior was quiet, but gave no details 
(Buenos Aires dispatches disput- 
ed this. Franco’s friends in Buenos 
Aires said they believed the situa- 
tion still unsettled, that they knew 
of some fighting continuing in 
Asuncion and believed censorship 
was withholding full information. 

(Franco’s friends were inclined 
to doubt that he actually had land- 
ed at Asuncion and thought he 
probably stopped somewhere in 
north Argentina.) 

President Paiva left the Asun- 
cion University law school, where 
he was dean, to become Para- 
guay’s president. The 60-year-old 
lawyer, educator and mathemati- 
cian, has held numerous court and 
cabinet positions.

Husband’s Body 


Is Hid in Flat 


For Nearly Year 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—(4)—Dis- 
closure that Mrs. Emily Cudas, 65, 
had lived for nearly a year in the 
same small apartment with the 
body of her husband Frank, was 
made today. 

The macabre discovery resulted 
from a routine call at, the two- 
room Cudas apartment by Miss 
Lillian Lorber, an investigator for 
the Old Age Pension Bureau. 

Once before, Miss Lorber had 
been denied permission to see 
Frank Cudas, who was on the pen- 
sion rolls, upon Mrs. Cudas’ plea 
that the man was ill. 

Today, the agent again was 
turned back at the door, she re- 
ported, with the explanation of 
Mrs. Cudas that her husband was 
“in a coma.” 

Miss Lorber called the police 
and Patrolman Edward .Goehner 
entered the apartment. 

Discovering the skeleton-like 
body, covered with an old blanket, 
the patrolman and other officers 
found also a death certificate, dat- 
ed October 26, 1936. 

She had not buried her husband, 
the.police quoted Mrs. Cudas as 
saying, because “I was waiting for 
him to get up. I was told that I 
could keep him for a year, and it 
is not a year yet.” 

Before Mrs. Cudas was taken to 
Bellevue hospital for observation a 
$1,500 uncashed life insurance pol- 
icy upon her husband was found, 
as was a bank book showing 4a 
$300 savings account. 

She had lived as a recluse and 
the neighbors spoke of having 
heard her carry on animated pre- 
sumptive conversations in her lit- 
tle flat.

Dismissal Order Killed. 

Meanwhile as the meeting pro- 
ceeded, Governor Rivers revealed 
that he had rescinded his order for 
dismissal of wardens from whose 
gangs escapes were affected, as- 
serting that the order was issued 
only to hold until yesterday’s 
meeting. The Governor’s action 
restored to duty Warden T. E. 
Warf, of the Hall county gang, 
and Captain Mike Byrd, Bibb 
county warden. Byrd .had been 
discharged eéarlier. im*the day, 
They had been by order 
of the prison commission follow- 
ing escapes from their gangs over 
the week end. A Hall county 
guard, discharged as a result of 
the escapes at Gainesville, was not 
restored to duty. 

Nearly a score of wardens aired 
their views at the meeting, pre- 
sided over jointly by the Gover- 
nor and Chairman Johns. 

A great part of the time was 
taken up discussing the means of 
defending wardens and guards in 
the event they were prosecuted 
for shooting prisoners. 

Defense Fund. 


Senator Paul Lindsay, of At- 
lanta, a member of the senate 
penitentiary committee, said he 
would ‘propose to the general as- 
sembly that a special fund be set 
up under the prison commission 
for the defense of the guards. 

“A convict warden or a guard 
represents the dignity and majes- 
ty of the state just like any other 
official or employe,” the senator 
said. “I feel and I believe the 
general assembly will agree with 
me that a warden or a guard 
should be defended for action in 
line of duty just as we would de- 
fend any other official or em- 
ploye.” 

Governor Rivers said he would 
co-operate with this plan and so 
did Chairman Johns. It was agreed 
that the matter would be present- 
ed to the assembly at its forth- 
coming special session and that 
meanwhile should a guard need 
legal assistance it ought to be pro- 
vided by the county attorney in 
the county in which he is located. 

Whipping Advocated. 


Both Senator Lee Purdom, of 
Blackshear, of the senate prison 
commission, and Representative 
Ed L. Almand, of Walton county, 
chairman of the house penal group, 
agreed that the whipping of pris- 
oners should be restored with cer- 
tain restrictions. They said their 
committee intended to recommend 
its restoration in their report to 
the assembly.

“I 
do not believe that our wardens 
will abuse the plan, however, but 
if it is put back into use it will 
be for a trial only and if it does 
not work we can cancel it out 
again.”

AN UNTHINKABLE STEP 

More than a decade ago the lash was out- 
lawed in Georgia’s prison system. Governor 
Hardwick, responding to a state-wide expression 
of revulsion at whipping of convicts, ordered 
the prison commission to forbid all whipping 
in the future. 

That Georgia prison officials should con- 
template, today, a return to that barbarous 
practice of the past is a reflection on the 
ability of prison officials to discharge their 
duties in a manner in keeping with humane 
and modern requirements.

If they think, however, that the United States 
should plunge itself into a war raging 7,000 
miles away merely to protect $50,000,000 in pri- 
vate investments, or to shield citizens who per- 
sist in staying in danger after being given every 
opportunity to leave, their conception of na- 
tional ethics is unsound. 


It would be folly for this country to send 
its young men to die on Chinese battlefields to 
protect ur avenge private interests. Neither 
$50,000,000 nor the lives of all Americans who 
remain in danger voluntarily could offset the 
sorrow in thousands of American homes when 
the casualty lists came in from American troops 
at grips with an Oriental foe. 

The American government will insist upon 
proper respect for American citizens wherever 
they be, but no such citizens, living in a for- 
eign land, should expect this country to inter- 
vene in a foreign war just because they have 


' imperiled their own safety for the sake of pri- 


vate, profit-making undertakings. 

This country will never enter another for- 
eign war unless it is forced into it by public 
opinion. That public opinion will never sanc- 
tion any variation from strictest neutrality on 
the part of the government for the benefit of 
private commercial enterprises. 

That same public opinion must guard, how- 
ever, against the real danger of emotional ap- 
peals, usually instigated for selfish purposes, on 
behalf of one belligerent or another. The 
American people are difficult to arouse in de- 
fense of an individual’s purse, but they are 
quick to anger when the issue involves a mat- 
ter of the heart. 


SHIFTING HUMAN SANDS 

There is in the world today a great shifting 
of the human atoms which make up the: mass 
known as population. People in great groups 
are moving, perforce, from one section of the 
world to another and there are significant re- 
alignments going on.

It has always been from 
the stirrings of a restless people, from the 
emigres and refugees, that the inspiration of 
progress has sprung. 

It was the urge to seek new lands which 
brought into existence the great empire of an- 
cient Rome and it was the migrating hordes 
from Asia that climaxed its downfall. 

The English people are sprung from a mix- 
ture of races, driven by ambition or fear, to 
cross the waters that separated the European 
mainland from the isles. : 

America began her modern history when 
restless explorers forced their fragile barques 
across the Atlantic and it was the refugees 
from European oppression who peopled this 
land through its early years. | 

The greatest leader the world has known 
gained much of His lore and culture in that 
ancient land of Egypt to which He was taken 
as a babe by a refugee father and mother. 

Among the refugee families who wander, 
disconsolate, about the world doday there is, in 
all probability, some child whose name will 
hold high place in the history that is to be 
written in the next few decades.

THAT RAIL RATE 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 

On the theory that the proof of the pudding 
is in the eating, the western railroads applied the 
experimental 2-cent passenger fare before any ef- 
fort was made to give it blanket coverage of all 
roads. The results were so gratifying in increased 
business that the western lines indorsed the gen- 
eral reduction order by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, opposed by all of the major eastern 
systems with the exception of the Baltimore & 
Ohio. Business Week now reports that the Penn- 
sylvania and the New York Central.lines plan to 
go before the commission with the plea that, 
while rate reductions have stimulated business, 
the 2-cent fare is too drastic and the order now 
in effect permits practice which cuts the rail 
income. 

Primarily the railroads are complaining that 
the thrifty passenger is splitting his journey, rid- 
ing part way in the improved air-conditioned day 
coaches and taking a sleeper at night. On the 
Central from New York to Chicago, by shifting to 
the sleeper at Buffalo, $7.11 can be saved and on 
the return journey $9.

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Rebels Battle at Heavy Cost 
To Reach River 30 Miles 


HENDAYE, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier, Sept. 8.—(#)—Insurgent 
troops battled tonight at heavy 
cost to reach the western shore 
of the Sella river, about 30 miles 
east of Gijon. 

Asturian militiamen defending 
the approaches to the las govern- 
ment stronghold on the Bay of Bis- 
cay in northwest Spain, were firm- 
ly entrenched on the river, which 
Insurgent military dispatches de- 
yachavangh as “Gijon’s last outer de- 
fenses.’ 

Casualties on both sides were 
heavy in sharp fighting when re- 
treating Asturian militamen sud- 
denly wheeled and struck back at 
their pursuers. 

Generalissimo Francisco Fran- 
co’s Navarrese vanguard lost 
about 500 dead and wounded be- 
tween the Sella and Llanes, on the 
coastal road about 45 miles east 
of Gijon. 

Military dispatches said the 
Asturians appeared to have con- 
centrated their main defenses on 
the opposite shore and to be hold- 
ing strong fortifications. Insur- 
gent officers reported, however, 
that they expected “no delay to 
our advance.”

FRENCH PLANE DOWNED

Coughing Spell. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Powell, of 
446 Woodward avenue, S. E., were 
preparing to visit friends "Tues- 
day night when their 18-month-old 
son, William, was seized with a 
severe coughing spell. Mrs. Pow- 
ell said: 

“He turned as pale as a sheet 
and I saw that he was losing con- 
sciousness, so I grabbed him in 
my arms and ran to a neighbor’s 
house, where we rubbed him and 
tried in various ways to get him 
to breathe. I soon saw that he 
was getting worse instead of bet- 
ter. In fact, I thought he was dy- 
ing, so I ran back to the house 
and my husband who had just 
gotten the car out helped me get 
the bably in the car. We brought 
him at once to Grady. Of course, 
after I gave him to the nurse and 
they took him to the clinic, I was 
most anxious about him before l

The attendant nurse reported 
yesterday that the boy was getting 
along well, having had only one 
slight coughing spell during the 
morning. Diagnosis of the case 
has not been reported, according 
to authorities at the hospital.

FUEHRER PONDERS 
PARLEY ON ‘PIRACY’ 


Negative Answer To Invita- 
tion Rumored; 40,000 Par. 
ticipate in Parade. 


NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 8. 
(P)—Chancellor Adolf Hitler de- 
layed the program of “Labor 
Service Day” at the Nazi party 
congress today to decide whether 
Germany will go to the British- 
sponsored parley on “piracy” in 
the Mediterranean. 

He spent several hours confer- 
ring with party leaders and his 
foreign minister, Baron Konstan- 
tin Von Neurath, after which it 
was believed his answer was sent 
to London. 

Responsible officials said there 
was no doubt that it was negative. 

Russia’s second note to Italy, de- 
claring Italy’s denial of a Soviet 
charge that Italian submarines 
sank two Russian ships was “en- 
tirely unaeceptable,” became 
known here as Der Fuehrer re- 
turned to his hotel after speaking 
at the annual labor service pag- 
eant on Zeppelin field.

An extended spell 
of cool, wet weather which would 
retard picking and other farm ac- 
tivities and increase weevil dam- 
age could materially cut the ulti- 
mate production. 

As the season progresses, how- 
ever, possibility of damage from 
these sources is lessened and un- 
less extended, driving rain falls, 
little reduction of the potential 
output is expected in trade circles. 

Harvesting is moving forward 
rapidly in most sections. In the 
western part of the belt, particu- 
larly in portions of Texas, a labor 
shortage was reported and gins 
were said to be working overtime 
to care for the cotton brought ~in 
from the fields, 

Uncertainties Cut Prices. 


The price’of the staple on the 
local exchange has slipped off rap- 
idly since the beginning of the new 
season August 1. Various influ- 
ences including uncertainty over 
the new loan program and en- 
larged crop prospects were re- 
sponsible. , 

Officials of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, which will un- 
derwrite the nine-cent a pound 
loans, said they expected to have 
loan forms in the cotton belt early 
next week. Actual lending is to 
start when forms arrive in the 
field. 

The nine-cent loan is limited to 
cotton classed as middling or bet- 
ter in grade and 7-8 inch or long- 
er in staple. Lower grades’ and 
shorter lengths have lesser loan 
rates. Government experts pre- 
dicted 91 per cent of the crop 
would qualify for loans. 

The corporation has $150,000,000 
available for these loans, with a 
promise of more funds, if needed, 
from the Reconstruction Finance | Dr 
Corporation. 

AAA spokesmen said they soon 
could announce conditions for the 
adjustment payment intended to 
bring cotton growers roughly 12 
cents a pound on 65 per cent of 
the crop this year. The payments 
will be the difference between 
average spot market prices the day 
the cotton is sold and 12 cents, but 
will be limited to three cents ‘a 
pound. 


% Fund Appropriated. 


Congress provided $130,000,000 
for these payments, and agreed to 
make general farm legislation, in- 
cluding some crop control pro- 
gram, the first order of business 
when it meets again. Cotton grow- 
ers cannot receive these payments 
until they have complied with 
whatever federal program is estab- 
lished for 1938. 

Government economists estimat- 
ed that 6,000,000 bales of Ameri- 
can cotton stocks from previous 
crops were carried over into the 
new marketing season that start- 
ed in August. This, with the new 
production estimate, would give a 
total supply of more than 22,000,- 
000 bales for the current season. 

Government charts showed. this 
would be an increase in world 
supplies of American cotton of 
about 2,750,000 bales as compar- 
ed with last season. It would be 
1,500,000 bales above the 10-year 
( 1923-32) average. However, the 
figure would still be smaller than 
the record reg of nearly 26,- 
000,000 bales the 1931-32 and 
1932-33 seasons. 

World Supply Growing. 

The larger cotton production in 
this country comes at a time when 
world supplies and production of 
all cotton have been creasing 
and the exports of American cotton 
dwindling. 

Then, too, the large crop 
brought increased a 
transaction in which - purchaser 
of the actual cotton from the 
farmer immediately sells his cot- 
ton in the futures market, this 
ahah te himself against any vio- 
ent price fluctuation.

Interest in Cultivation of Grapes 
Doubled in Last Year, Says Stuckey 


Wine Business Has Brought New Income Possibilities 


for Georgia Farmers; Ex 
Director Tells o 


riment Statien 
Work. 


EXPERIMENT, Ga., Sept. 8.— 
(P)—Georgia’s muscadine grapes 
are the one big paradox in the life 
of Experiment Station’ Director 
Henry Perkins Stuckey. 

Horticulturist. Stuckey, fresh 
from his native South Carolina, 
came here in 1908 and _ started 
working on the culture of Geor- 
gia grapes. 

He made intensive cultures and 
produced some fine varieties (one 
of them is named the Stuckey, 
after him). But those were pre- 
prohibition and hard liquor days, 
and Georgia looked rather lightly 
on the prospects for, grape grow- 
ing. 

Later, prohibition’s shut-down 
on things that looked or smelled 
alcoholic were no particular aid 
to the muscadines. 


Clamor for Information. 

But today, said Dr. Stuckey, the 
experiment station is receiving 
piles of requests for information 
on grape culture. The southern 
part of the state ‘is especially ottett 
conscious. 

“The wine business gave our 
grapes a new lease on life and we 
have again intensified our efforts 
on producing muscadines of value,” 
Dr. Stuckey said. “Georgia’s in- 
terest in grape growing has in- 
creased nearly 100 per cent in the 
last year.” 

Dr. Stuckey says farmers can 
turn to grapes for extra money 
if they are careful not to “jump 
in head over heels.” Good land 
is required for economic grape 
production, he said. ~ 

Grape Possibilities. 


“You can get good grapes from 


vines on poor land, but you can’t 
get a high yield per vine,” he ex- 
plained.- He said three to five 


acres was the best average for a 
farmer to devote to a vineyard. 

The experiment station, which is 
much more interested in quality 
than quantity, is giving grapes a 
thorough four-ply test. 

Before a grape variety gets the 
experiment station’s accolade, it 
must. pass muster with the: horti- 
culturist, the chemist, the home 
economist and the wine maker. 

| What They. Demand. 

The horticulturist insists on 
heavy yield, good quality; disease 
resistance, d tenacity (that’s a 
grape’s ability to cling to the 
vine), 

Sugar, acids and pectin must be 
there for the chemist. (Pectin is 
necessary for satisfactory jelly). 

The home economics expert de- 
mands exceptional culinary quali- 
ties for jelling and tests for the 
uses of unfermented juice. 

The wine maker asks flavor, 
color, fermenting properties, and 
bouquet. (Bouquet is that inde- 
finable quality measured only by 
taste and smell. Chief test is to 
sniff, sip and say “Ah” with the 
proper inflection in the voice.) 

Dr. Stucky, tall and grayish, has 


‘been experiment station director 


since 1919. He came here from 
Winthrop College in South Caro- 
lina, where he was professor of 
horticulture for a time after he 
graduated from South Carolina’s 
Clemson College (degrees, B. 

and D. Sc.) He has a Tennessee- 
born wife and four children.

Losses on Loans 
In Atlanta Bank 
Below Average 


The percentage of losses on 
loans by Atlanta banks insured 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation has decreased during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, ac- 
cording to J. F. T. O’Connor, 
comptroller of currency for the 
government. 

Losses on loans were only .28 
per cent of total amount loaned 
as compared with a nationwide 
loss of .65 per cent, while doubt- 
ful loans were listed at .98 per 
cent, compared with 1.14 per cent 
for the nation. 

However, slow loans were above 
the national average here, being 
11.58 perecent of the total loaned, 
while the nationwide total was 
10.68 per cent. Total loans 
throughout the country increased 
more than $2,000,000,000 over the 
previous . fiscal year, O’Connor 
said. ¥:

Every baby should receive one 
or another form of vitamin D to 
supplement the regular diet, from 
the age of one month throughout 


A’ few natural foods contain 
small amounts of vitamin D, but 
no foods suitable for infants sup- 
ply enough for the optimal nutri- 
tion and growth of the child. Egg 
yolk, fresh whole milk, cream and 
‘butter, and fresh and ordinary 
canned salmon, are the only foods 
that contain vitamin D in appre- 
ciable amount.. Perhaps certain 
fresh green forage or pasturage 
contains some for animals, notably 
alfalfa. 

The liver oils, livers and some- 
times the body oil or fat of.most 
sea fishes are richest natural 
sources of vitamin D. Some 
other fish liver oils have been 
found to be as rich or richer than 
cod liver oil in D, but cod liver oil 
is most popular because it is most 
plentiful. 

Sunshine is the primordial 
source of all vitamin D. The ultra- 
violet rays of a certain wave 
length convert ergosterol in the 
bodys of diatoms into vitamin D 
(Viosterol). The diatoms <in sea 
water are natural food for plank- 
ton, the plankton in turn are eat- 
en by larger fish, and these by the 
large cod, halibut, sharks and oth- 
er fishes which are natural food, 
for man. Sea birds carry consid- 
erable vitamin D ashore, but prob- 
ably the direct action of ultra- 
violet rays of sunlight is the chief 
source of vitamin D for man and 
animals. 

Synthetie vitamin D is produc- 
ed by subjecting substances con- 
taining ergosterol to the’ action of 
ultarviolet light of certain wave 
lengths, from specially arranged 
mercury vapor lamps. Many foods 
contain more or less ergosterol and 
will acquire some vitamin D po- 
tency if subjected to ultraviolet 
irradiation. For instance, milk so 
irradiated acquires a vitamin D 
potency nearly equivalent to a tea- 
spoonful of ordinary cod liver oil. 
Perhaps the substance containing 
the most ergosterol is a certain 
strain of dried pasteurized (hence 
non-fermenting) brewer’s yeast, 
and when this is irradiated it be- 
comes the most potent of all vita- 
min D carriers, and at the same 


time the yeast retains most of its 


vitamin B and vitamin G, which 
are desirable synergists or aids to 
vitamin D in any case. 


If nudity were’ customary the 
action of direct sunlight on the 
skin would give most persons all 
the vitamin D they need. Young 
infants and growing children par- 
ticularly need vitamin D, and for 
them the good health rule should 
be, when in doubt go naked. In- 
deed, from the health standpoint, 
this is a good rule for everybody. 
Few of us get enough vitamin D. 
None .of us gets too much.

REINDEER POINT, Greenland, 
Sept. 8.—(By Wireless)—The Mac- 
Gregor Artic dition ship, the 
General A. W. Greely, anchored 
off here, continues to drag anchors 
every now and then toward the 
open sea due to strong gales blow- 
ing off the Greenland tse caps. We 
have been unloading our supplies 
as fast as possible, however, and 
already have one-half of them 
ashore. 


Our astronomical and meteoro- 
logical office has been ‘completed 
and we expect to start observa- 
tions today. Concrete piers have 
been erected for our magnetic ob- 
servatory. Our camp is about 60 


| feet above sea level and 400 feet 


from the water.

He pointed out emphatically, 
however, that neither he nor the 
schoo] board is attempting to “dic- 
tate” to parents concerning their 
children. 

Sutton asked for the co-opera- 
tion of parents in elimination of 
high school fraternities and so- 
rorities, which have’ been termed 
“undemocratic” in public schools. 

Letters from Dr. J. R. McCain, 
president of Agnes Scott College; 
Floyd Field, dean of men at Geor- 
gia Tech; Dr. Harvey W. Cox, 
president of Emory University, 
and Dr. S. F. Lowe, Baptist min- 
ister, all condemning secret socie- 
ties in high schools, were in- 
closed with the superintendent’s 
message. 

‘Rule of Board Cited. 

Drawing attention to the fact 
that the school officials in no way 
attempt to dictate to parents what 
pupils shall do outside of school 
hours and off school grounds, Dr. 
Sutton quoted the rule of the edu- 
cation board that no secret so- 
cieties shall be allowed in the 
public schools,’ and. that no in- 
signias or emblems of such fra- 
ternities and sororities shall be 
worn at school. 

The rule .was passed in 1934 
and reiterated this year by the 
school board.

China, say members of the Chi- 
nese colony in Atlanta, will lick 


the rice stuffing out of Japan 


Why so definite? | 

“Many Chinese, not so many 
Japanese,” they-reason. “General 
Chiang Kai-shek can lose 100, 200 
or 1,000 men—more men grab 
their guns and fight. But when 
Japanese get killed, it is not so, for 
Chinese get their guns, too. Chiang 
win this time, all right.” 

Which is pretty .fair logic, ac- 
cording to George Chin and Sin 
Poy, proprietors of a Chinese res- 
taurant on Pryor street. Their 
employes concur heartily and vol- 
ubly. 

Chin Is Spokesman. 

Chin, who is small, sloe-eyed, 
well - dressed, understands and 
speaks English better than his 
cousin, Sin, and acted as spokes- 
man. Occasionally they stopped 
to talk over a point in their na- 
tive tongue and then Chin would 
tell what they thought about it. 

Belief that China would win 
was also their reason, Chin said, 
for not sending money to China 
as they did in the Manchurian 
War four years ago. 

“They don’t need help now# he 
said. .“In last war we Chinese 
sent money to help poor people 
who lost their homes and farms. 
That time Nanking didn’t help 
much, and the people starved. 
China had lots of generals but not 
much winning. Now they are go- 
ing to win and don’t need our 


help.” 
Relieved Suffering. 

He compared their efforts in the 
Iast conflict, in which Chinese 
colonies in America sent large 
monthly contributions to swell the 
war chests, to the work of the 
American Red Cross. The money 
was meant, he said, to relieve 
suffering among the native popu- 
lation. 

Sin Poy nodded agreement, Oc- 
casionally he would put ih a few 
words in his singing, nasal Eng- 
lish, with gestures. He also ap-~ 
peared the typical Americanized 
Chinaman, and was like his cousin, 
and well-groomed, but 
could not find the English words 
for things as readily as could Chin. 
They were agreed that Chiang 
Kai-shek had done a great deal in 
the unification of China, but they 
thought there was some ground 
for censure in his previous atti- 
tude of retreat in the Manchurian 
War. But now that he has started 
fighting, they are sure he Will win. 

Born in California. « 

Chin was born in San Fran- 
cisco, the son of an. import mer- 
chant there.

These men, among leading lit- 
erary figures of the nation, had 
finished their preconvention senate 
meeting and were chatting in the 
hotel lobby. Their talk invariably 
turned to writings of southern au- 


thors. 
Ready Markets. 


The reading public of the coun- 
try shares the literary, men’s de- 
sire for books of the south, Will 
D. Howe, editor and director of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, revealed. 
Books with southern history for a 
background find. ready markets 
throughout the United States, he 
continued. 

Recent labor troubles have 
caused readers to buy and attempt 
to digest any book on labor-capi- 
tal, he said, but for many years 
they have read. with interest good 
books on the same subject. 


“Any book that brings to front 
the problems and rifts between 
labor and capital will be a ‘best 
seller’ provided it is not too time- 
ly and goes deeply into the situa- 
tion,” the editor said. “You can 
get the timeliness from your news- 


papers.” 
Rival Factions. 

“There is not so much dispute 
today between labor and capital 
as there is a dispute between rival 
factions of labor,” Howe contin- 
ued, recalling recent visits to all 
sections of the country. “Labor 
will never accomplish much until 
they get together.” 

The editor ‘personally leans to- 
ward Green and the American 
Federation of Labor as the unit 
to carry forward. labor’s fight. 

“I doubt very seriously there 
will be any unit labor or farmer 
vote in the next national elec-

tion. And there will be no civil 
war in America. The American 
people will never go that far 
again.” 

Dissemination of knowledge was 
given as a cause for recent labor 


troubles. He coupled with this ra- 

dio, automobiles and luxuries. The 

laborer now wants all these for 

his family and is dissatisfied with 

his lot until he can give them 

these comforts, Howe said. 
Returns to Books, 

But, the editor always return- 
ed to books, regardless of all else. 

“The most encouragi thing 
about the American people today 
is their desire to read serious 
books. There are no more novels 
printed today than 40 years ago, 
but the number of serious books on 
the market has increased mani- 
fold,” he declared. 

The first business session of the 
19th council, the first to meet in 
the south, will be held today at 
the Biltmore.
